NOTE 1. SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES

Nature of Business

The Company is a broker dealer registered with the Securities and Exchange Commission (SEC) and is a
member of the Financial Industry Regulatory Authority (FINRA). The Company is a Delaware limited
liability company organized in August 2002 and is a wholly owned subsidiary of Colonnade Advisors LLC.
The Company provides merger and acquisition advisory services for companies throughout the country.

Estimates

Management uses estimates and assumptions in preparing financial statements. Those estimates and
assumptions affect the reported amounts of assets and liabilities, the disclosure of contingent assets and
liabilities, and the reported revenues and expenses. Actual results could differ from those estimates.

Revenue Recognition
Advisory fees are recognized when earned.

Cash Equivalents

For purposes of the statement of cash flows, the Company considers all short-term debt securities with an
original maturity of six months or less to be cash equivalents.

Accounts Receivable

The Company grants credit to its customers and generally requires no collateral. Accounts receivable are
reported at their outstanding balances reduced by the allowance for doubtful accounts, if any.

The allowance for doubtful accounts is increased by charges to income and decreased by chargeoffs (net of
recoveries). Management's periodic evaluation of the adequacy of the allowance is based on the Company's
past collection experience, known and inherent risks of the customer comprising the Company's accounts
receivable balance, adverse situations that may affect the customer's ability to pay, and the current economic

conditions. Accounts receivable are charged off when management deems the accounts receivable balance
to be uncollectible.

Based on review of the accounts receivable, management determined that an allowance for doubtful
accounts was not necessary at June 30, 2010.

Income Taxes

The Company is a single member limited liability company, and, therefore, the Company income is taxable
to the member. Accordingly, no provision has been made for income taxes.

NOTE 2. NET CAPITAL REQUIREMENTS

The Company is subject to the Securities and Exchange Commission's Uniform Net Capital Rule (Rule
15¢3-1). Under this rule, the Company is required to maintain "minimum net capital” equivalent to $5,000 or
6 2/3% of "aggregate indebtedness", whichever is greater, as these terms are defined. At June 30, 2010, the
Company had net capital of $50,170 which was $45,170 in excess of its required net capital of $5,000. The
Company's net capital ratio was 0.000 to 1.0.

NOTE 3. RELATED PARTY TRANSACTIONS

The Company has an expense sharing agreement with its member. During the year ended June 30, 2010, the
member provided office space and various administrative and operating services to the Company for which
they were paid $38,283.

NOTE 4. CONCENTRATIONS OF CREDIT RISK

Financial instruments that potentially subject the Company to concentrations of credit risk consist

principally of bank balances in excess of Federal Deposit Insurance Corporation limits and accounts
receivable.

The Company occasionally maintains bank balances in excess of federally insured limits. The Company has
not experienced any losses on such accounts.

NOTE 5. CONCENTRATIONS

In the year ended June 30, 2010, the Company had 4 clients that accounted for approximately 86% of
revenues.

NOTE 6. MEMBER'S LIABILITY, INTERESTS, RIGHTS, PREFERENCES AND PRIVILEGES

The Company is a Delaware limited liability company established August 2002, with a term that is
perpetual. The Company's operating agreement specifies the following information relating to its members:
